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REGULATIONS 


The  school  year  of  forty-five  weeks  shall  begin  the  second  Monday 
in  July  and  is  divided  into  four  terms,  the  first  three  of  eleven  weeks 
each,  and  the  fourth  of  twelve  weeks.  There  are  seven  weeks  of  va- 
cation, one  after  the  summer,  fall  and  winter  terms,  and  four  after  the 
spring  term,  or  at  the  close  of  the  school  year.  The  usual  holidays  are 
observed. 

The  morning  session  shall  begin  at  9 o’clock  and  close  at  1 1.25 
and  the  afternoon  session  shall  begin  at  2.30  and  close  at  5,  without 
intermission. 

Each  schoolroom  shall  be  opened  and  the  teacher  present  at  least 
fifteen  minutes  before  the  commencement  of  each  session. 

Each  session  shall  be  opened  with  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures 
and  prayer. 

Teachers  are  required  to  keep  an  order  of  exercises  with  an  allot- 
ment of  time  for  each  subject. 

Each  teacher  shall  keep  a daily  record  of  the  work  of  each  scholar. 
Pi-omotion  shall  be  based  on  the  average  of  this  record  and  the  exami- 
nations. A report  shall  be  made  at  the  end  of  each  term  respecting 
the  progress  and  standing  of  each  pupil.  All  written  work  shall  be  pre- 
served. 

Teachers  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  care  of  the  schoolrooms 
and  shall  see  that  at  stated  times  they  are  properly  swept  and  cleaned. 
Careful  attention  shall  be  given  to  the  temperature  and  ventilation  of  the 
schoolrooms  and  the  air  in  the  rooms  must  be  frequently  and  effectually 
changed. 

Each  teacher  shall  keep  a record  of  all  text  books  and  reference 
books  in  her  room.  Requisitions  for  all  supplies  of  any  kind,  and  for 
necessary  repairs,  shall  be  made  on  blanks  provided  for  that  purpose. 

It  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  teachers'to  have  charge  of  the  library, 
to  instruct  the  choir  and  to  teach  the  Sunday  School. 

Diplomas  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  to  such 
pupils  as  have  successfully  pursued  the  prescribed  Course  of  Study.
